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Demonstrators Defeat All 


As James Reston pointed out, last week’s 
anti-draft and anti-war demonstrations were 
a defeat for all, 

The Americans who blindly support the ad- 
ministration’s policies in Vietnam, calling it 
patriotism, were disillusioned that police and 
soldiers didn’t crack down harder on demon- 
strators, These people refuse to question 
American policyand condemn those do, 

Conscientious supporters of U.S, involvement 
in Southeast Asia (and in this group could be 
included the Johnson administration itself), for 
the most part, were emphatically willing to 
grant the objectors the right to dissent, Yet, 
they were shaken by the massivity of the pro- 
test against an illogical war. 

Most of the conscientious objectors to the 
war, including a majority of last week’s dem- 
onstrators, were appalled at the prostitution 
of the anti-Vietnam effort by a minority ele- 
ment-—an element which committed felonies, 
hurled ugly and vulgar insults at anyone op- 
posed to its stand, and were determined to 
cause a disruption of law and order, The 
truly responsible protestors realize that the 
violence in Oakland, Washington and other 
cities did nothing for their cause; in fact, 
it probably set the movement back. 

And the militant, irresponsible dissenters 
also lost out, No one can deny that they were 
determined to cause disruption of law and or- 
der. Why not? Everyone knows that anarchy 
is superior to the safety, rights and freedom 
of the majority, The militants went into the 
forays with the attitude, ‘‘We'll have peace 
—even if we have to kill to get it,’ It is 
an interesting note that while 24 of the more 
than 50,000 demonstrators in Washington were 
injured Sunday, 23 of the 2,500 police 
and military suffered injuries, 

Many law enforcement officials are report- 
edly ready to call for condemnation of crowd 
brutality. 

There is deep-rooted domestic concern about 
and even rejection of the administration’s Viet. 
nam policies, 

The responsible anti-war effort, including 
peaceful demonstration, has a place and is get- 
ting results in changing the opinions of many 
Americans, The determined trouble-makers 
are doing nothing except that—causing trouble,

OUR MAN HOPPE

There seems to be some confusion in the public mind as to the 
reason why we are fighting in Vietnam. So, seeking the definitive 
answer, I dropped over to one of the oldest, most tradition-bound 
agencies of our government: the Department of Vietnam Warfare. 


There I was fortunate to catch a career employee of the department, 
the Right Honorable Homer T. Pettibone, Undersecretary for Reasons 
Why. And a bustling place his office was, 


‘Here’s the new map of Asia, sir,’’ crieda young aide, dashing in. 
*‘Great,’’ said Mr. Pettibone, ‘‘Color it orange.’’ 


”? 


‘Orange, sir’ 


‘*The Red-Yellow Peril, boy,’’ said Mr. Pettibone with a frown. 
‘‘Haven’t you read the latest Reason Why postedon the bulletin board? 
It’s No. 372-(A)-50€6 and states clearly the Reason Why we are fight- 
ing in Vietnam is to contain ithe creeping Red-Yellow Peril that threat- 
ens to engulf the free world.”’ 


‘*Since when’?’’ I inquired. 
‘*Since the latest polls came out,’’ he said giumly. 
‘*No question but the war’s popularity needed a shot in the arm,’’ 


Mr. Pettibone said this Reason Why superseded Reason Why No. 
372-(A)-5065, namely ‘‘to bring democracy to our beloved allies in 
South Vietnam,’’ which had outlived its usefulness. 


‘I suggested simply adding the phrase, ‘whether they like it or 
not.’’? he said, ‘‘but it was feit a complete overhaul was indicated. 


‘But 1 must say the Red-Yellow Peril is one of our best Reasons 
Why to date. With proper care it should last a good 10 or 15 years. 


‘‘And wasn’t Secretary Rusk impressive when he unveiled this 
new Reason Why at that press conference’? Of course there was a good 
Reason Why he exhibited at long last such courage, ferocity and in- 
dependence of spirit.’’ 


Why was that’? 


‘The President told him to. And speaking of that, Mr, Humphrey 
has been doing yeoman work promulgating our new Reason Why as 
have all high Administration officials on up. It should win wide ac- 
ceptance, particularly as a Reason Why we are bombing North Viet- 
nam. 


‘Frankly, the old Reason Why (No, 372-(8)-(1706) ‘to stop enemy 
infiltration’ was of limited value since enemy infiltration kept increas- 
ing. Now that had superseded No, 372-(B)-1705 — ‘to bomb the enemy 
to the peace table’ — which in turn had superseded No, 372-(B) 
-1704 —‘to bomb the enemy to the peace table’ —which in turn had 
superseded No, 372-(H)-1704 retaliate for the Gulf of Tonkin 
incident’ — which in itself had superseded , , . let's see, here... .”’

We never change our 
policy in Vietnam,’’ he said firmly, ‘‘only our Reasons W hy.”’

Senate Rescinds 
Bail Bond Motion 


By an 8-4-0 vote, the Student Senate decided Wednesday to rescind 
a motion instructing the Student Association Manager to post bail 
for two SSC students, but at the same the student legislators reiter- 
ated the ‘‘philosophica) reason’ behind the allocation, 

More than 30 spectators were on hand as the Senate debated re- 
voling their offer of bail to Tibor Benke and Bill Schmidt, who had 
been arrested in recent anti-draft demonstrations at the Oakland 
Induction Center, 

Although bail for the two was posted by another organization, the 
Senate’s offer to loan up to $1500 from the ASSSC general fund was 
met with mexid but strong responses on the part of the studentry. 

Following lengthy debate, the Senate voted to approve a resolution 
resolving ‘‘that the ASSSC Senate rescind the instructions for the 
Student Association Manager to take whatever action is necessary 
to provide bail for Tibor Benke and Bill Schmidt,’’ 

The second resolved clause further stated ‘‘That the Senate reiter- 
ates the philosophical reason behind the action on October 18, 
1967 that when feasible the Senate shall attempt to aid members of the 
ASSSC as is their elective duty,’’ 

Heated debate centered 2round this second statement with regard 
to the implications and scope of ‘‘aiding members of the ASSSC,”’ 

Representative. Ed Carroll introduced a motion to strike this sec- 
ond resolved clause from the motion, but his suggestion failed of 
passage, 

Representatives Carroll, Sharon Creglow, Dan Hinrichs and Eddie 
Lee voted against the motion to rescind bail on the basis of this 
clause, The four had been adamantly opposed tothe original allocation, 

Dean Donald W, Bailey, who had voted for the allocation last week, 
voted for the motion to rescind bail, During the pre-vote debate 
he pointed out that posting bail constitutes aloan to individual students, 
anc is therefore illegal irrespective of the worthy motives behind the 
allocation, 

Representatives Bill Schmidt and Roger L, Smith emphasized that 
the motives behind the allocation went further than wanting to help the 
two students get out of jail, 

Schmidt asserted ‘It’s the duty of the Senate to aid students, and 
if it isn’t we shouldn’t be here,’’ 

Schmidt also pointed out that he did not go to Oakland so that the 
Senate would raise his bail, and that he was “rather surprised’’ 
when it did, 

Furthermore, said Schmidt, he intended to participate in similar 
demonstrations in December and at that time would not accept bail 
from the Senate if it was offered to him. 

He appreciated the idea, he said, but ‘‘the campus isn’t ready 
for it.’’ 

Charles T, Gregory, faculty representative, agreed with the student 
legislators. He said that in voting against the idea that the Senate 
should aid students the Senate would be voting against everything 
the Senate should stand for, 

Smith commented that ‘‘the idea is we want to help you”’ (the 
students)... ‘‘that’s al] we’re trying to say.’’ 

Speaking against the resolution as it was adopted, student Mal 
Ross pointed out that the allocation had set a dangerous precedent, 

Professor Gregory refuted this claim by saying that the Senate’s 
original action had set no precedent whatsoever, since the bail al- 
location was made in light of the police actions of one particular day 
in Oakland, 


Senate Impeachment 


Impeachment charges have been filed against Studeni Senate 
member Mike Moore, with a public impeachment hearing scheduled 
for next Wednesday at 6 p,m, in the Ribera Room, 

This announcemert was made by Senate Chairman John E, Sutter 
at the Senate’s regular meeting this Wednesday. 

The charges, according to Sutter, have been brought against the 
Arts and Sciences Representative by Senate member Jane Hagerty 
They were seconded by representatives Barbara Henderson and Bil! 
Schmidt. 

The complaint alleges that Moore has been repeatedly absent from 
Senate meetings and has failed to keep his announced office hours, 

Following their regular meeting next Wednesday, the Senate ‘ili 
convene as a court to hear charges against Moore, with Chairman 
Sutter presiding. 

A two-thirds vote of the total membership of the Senate will be 
necessary to remove Moore from his position.

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TACKLE GATORS 
IN HOMECOMING

Tomorrow afternoon, at 2 o'clock, the Hornets will kick off 
their 14th annual Homecoming game. The opponent is San Fran- 
cisco State College and SSC is a decided underdog, or so say the 
odds-makers 

And for good reason, too. It's not that the Hornets have a 
weak team, but that the Gators are led by a quarterback who has 
been out of this world this year 

His name is Bob Toledo. Last year he alternated with Randy 
Ketlinski and only had a so-so day when the Hornets edged San 
Francisco, 10-9, enroute to the Far Western Conference title 

But this year has been a different story. Toledo began the sea- 
son as one of three quarterbacks on the Gator team, but he soon 
became THE on as Coach Vic Rowen was concerned 

Toledo started the season's opener against Cal Poly of San 
Luis Obispo with a pass. He hasn't stopped yet and in the interim 
has become the nation’s leading collegiate passer and possessor of 
a bushel basket of 

Toledo's season totals are just a mite on the awesome side 
In six games, he has thrown 223 passes, and completed 121 for 
2,015 yards and 27 touchdowns (no, that's not a typo) 

Last week was Toledo's best game. The Gators, who lead the 
Far Western Conference with a 3-0 record (5-1 overall) faced Hay- 
ward State in the the fledging FWC season 
Both teams were 2-0 and known for their ability to move the ball 
and score points

BOB BOMBS 

San Francisco, behind Toledo, did just that. The Gators out- 
defensed Hayward, 66-44, as Toledo connected on 30 of 59 passes 
for an incredible 568 yards and eight touchdowns. Both of the 
latter are NCAA records, breaking marks set by a guy named 
George Bork at Northern Illinois several seasons ago 

Hayward's defensive backs must have felt something like the 
North Vietnamese soldiers who man the anti-aircraft guns against 
the American fliers and wonder, “Where the hell are all those 
bombs coming from.” 

Toledo's top receivers are Ed Larios, an All-FWC tight end 
last season; Joe Koontz, who is considered a pro prospect at split 
end, and halfback Mike Goodman, who is also one of the leading 
rushers in the league 

And if that Hayward score sounds bad, the Gators beat Chico 
State the week before, 68-14. In the process, San Francisco rolled 
up 782 yards total offense, which isn’t bad 

NEED WIN 

So as you can see, the Hornets are in deep. SSC needs a win 
to keep in contention for the league title, as a loss would make ‘he 
Hornets 1-2 in the FWC with just three conference games left 

However, the Hornets won't be the easy victims that some 
people think. Ray Clemons’ boys have got a few things going for 
them, too. 

REVENGE 

First, and most important, the Hornets should have a psycho- 
logical edge. Not only is it the homecoming game, but the Hor- 
nets know that another loss means SSC loses the title it has won 
two of the last three years. Also, SSC will be seeking revenge on 
the Gators. It was San Francisco which was the instigator of last 
spring's probation charges against the Hornets and it was the 
Gators who ramrodded the Mickey Mouse resolution through that 
kangaroo-court trial on May 6 which made probation “official” 
(until the FWC found that it had no power to put a member 
school on probation). 

Add to that the fact that the Gators may be a bit down after 
getting up for last week's track meet at Hayward, and the Hornets 
have the mental edge 

Second, the Hornets displayed an improved pass rush in Davis 
last week. Dennis Bunting and Paul Hackett, the Aggie passers, 
don't compare with Toledo, but even Toledo can't pass when he's 
on the ground.

And when the two weren't on the ground, they were running 
hard to escape. Given little time to throw or set themselves, many 
of the pair’s passes were underthrown or off the mark which was 
the big reason why the Hornets set an FWC record by intercepting 
eight 

So, give SSC the psychological edge and a good rush which 
doesn't give Toledo too much time to throw, and the Hornets have 
a good chance 

SSC enters tomorrow's game with a six win, seven loss ree- 
ord in homecomings. The Hornets would be on the plus side except 
for three defeats in the first three games 

PAST HOMECOMINGS 

Briefly, SSC's homecoming history looks like this 

1962 SSC 40, Chico State 23. ‘The Hornets spotted Chico a 
touchdown, then recled off 40 points before the Wildcats scored 
again.

1964.-SSC 45, Chico State 6. SSC's best year. This started 
an FWC season that ended with a title for Sacramento and a spot 
in the Camellia Bow! 

1965. SSC 7, Humboldt 12 
next to last in the FWC 

1966 SSC 17, Humboldt 0 SSC was ted by its defense, a 
trademark of last year's championship team

Homecoming History Holds 
‘Green And Gold Memories’

Now that Homecoming 1967 
is here, it might be interesting 
to look back on former SSC home- 
comings and see how they differ 
from this years planned activi- 
ties. 

Fall 1954 saw the advent of 
footbal! at SSC, Our first tra- 
dional home: »ming game was 
played agains. U. C,. at Davis. 
A bonfire rally kicked off the 
festivities the Friday night before 
the game, on the parking lot 
behind Douglass Hall (it was a 
small campus in those days!). 

An alumni luncheon was held 
in the cafeteria Saturday before 
the game. The game was at 2 
p.m, at Hughes Stadium and the 
Hornets put up a good fight, but 
they were defeated 14-0. Inci- 
dentally, SSC lost every game that 
first year. 

The Homecoming dance was 
held in the Tuesday Clubhouse 
for 9 tw 1. The theme of the 
dance was lHlerky’s Hop. Dress 
was dressy sport and invitations 
were extended to SM alumni, 
SSC students and Davis students. 

Homecoming 1955 began with 
the bonfire rally, with the high- 
light of the rally the crowning 
of the Homecoming Queen, Af- 
ter the rally, there was a fun 
night in the cafeteria. 


At 10 a.m, Saturday morning 
there was an all-campus open 
house for alumni students, fvi- 
lowed by an alumni luncheon and 
a faculty show. Thus began the 
tradition of alternating the var- 
jiety show every three years be- 
tween the faculty, students, and 
alumni, 

The theme of that years show 
was ‘‘The Pilgrim's Progress’’ 
or “Our Johnie Can’t Read.”’ 
The Four Profs Quartet intro- 
duced the now well-known ‘‘Alma 
Mater’’ with the opening line, 
‘We love thy sturdy, hallowed 
halls of penal gray and blue,’’ 

That year for the first time 
there was @ super car parade at 
6 p.m., which formed on the cam- 
pus and traveled through down- 
town Sacramento to Grant Stad- 
jum, where the game was play- 
ed. First and second prize troph- 
les were awarded to the clubs 
with the best decorated cars, 

SSC also lost its second home- 
coming game 15-7 to U.C. at 
Santa Harbara. The after game 
dance was held at the North Sac- 
ramento Armory. 

Homecoming 1956 was notable 
for several reasons. It marked 
the celebration of SSC’s tenth 
anniversary. floats were en- 
tered in the parade, with the 
Lutheran Students Organization 
winning first prize. The 1956 


Maid of California, Lorna Aner- 
son also won the Homecoming 
Queen title. She later became 
Miss California and third runner - 
up in the Miss America contest, 


Davis beat SSC 33-26 in the 
Saturday night game at Grant 
Stadium, A dance at the Eastern 
Star temple followed the game. 

In 1957, SSC won its first 
homecoming game by defeating 
the University of Nevada, 7-0, 


For Homecoming 1958, SSC 
beat Chico State 14-6. A dinner 
and dance followed at the Hotel 
FE! Dorado, 

In 1961 the floats for the 
first time were divided into two 
catagories, class A and class 
B. A historic feature of the bon- 
fire rally was the recording play - 
ed of SSC’'s first homecoming ral- 
ly. 
In 1963 different campus or- 
ganizations competed to see who 
could bring the most wood for 
the bonfire rally, beginning a 
new tradition, Phi Kappa Tau won 
with 62 carloads. 

Last year, after an absence 
of five years, the SSC marching 
band returned to enliven our pa- 
rade and half time activities, 

\s you can see, Homecoming 
at SSC has changed in many ways 
over the years. Homecoming this 
year promises to be the best yet!

State Student Presidents Pass 
Statement of Student Rights 


When should police be al- 
lowed to come on to the Sacra- 
mento State College Campus’ 

This is one of the problems 
ASSSC President Jan Fakes hopes 
to regulate with the new Statement 
of Student Rights passed at the 
recent convention of the Cali- 
fornia State College Student 
Presidents Association at Cal 
Poly in San Luis Obispo, 


The new Satement of Student 
Rights will be adapted by each 
college to suit its needs and 
serve as a co-ordinating tie be- 
tween all state colleges. 


Eakes said that to SSC’s State- 
ment of Student Rights he would 
like to add a clause regulating 
when police should be allowed to 
come on campus. He said we 
could not prevent them coming, 
but request that they consult with 
the college president and the stu- 
dent body president before com- 
ing. 


Here Eakes cited a recent 
problem at San Jose State Co}. 
lege when an unidentified student 
called the police on campus for 
what was a minor incident. The 
police multiplied the problem 
which might have otherwise 
solved itself. If the police had 
consulted the college president, 
the problem might not have hap- 
pened 


Eakes predicted that it might 
take at least a week to modify 
the bill. It then has to be passed 
through the Student Senate, the 
Academic Senate and finally ac- 
knowledged by President Robert 
Johns. Eakes said that it is a 
long slow process and may take 
all year.

Out of Desperation ? 





The broken ribs and fractured skulls have been patched up, 
Everyone has been bailed out of jail, The wor in Vietnam still con- 
tinues, and now the comment and critique begins 

The ASSSC Senate has rescinded its action posting bail for the two 
controversial figures; the ‘grass roots’ organization that was out to 
hang the Senate has retreated back to the woodwork of their self- 
righteous respect for law and order; the Draft Resistors stil! speak 
out to the deaf ear of public morality, And the war still continues, 

What was seen last week in Oakland and Washington will no doubt 
be seen as both a victory and a failure by the different sides, The Ad- 
ministration calls it a shame and a disgrace, Our Governor says 
that the Oakland Police acted in the finest tradition of law enforce- 
ment, The Protestors say that the brutality of the police helped their 
cause by demonstrating both the brutality of the police, and the al- 
most paranoic reaction of the Administration to 
their policy in Vietnam. 

The big question now is broader than the impact the demonstration 
had upon public opinion, for no doubt it has only reenforced the prej- 
udices of the right against those who protest, The issue is why has 
the anti-war movement become violent and physical?

Very ordinary people 
violence and who respect the law found themselves swept up into an 
emotional! current that had no where to go, that was being crushed by 
the system that bore them into the society, Out of hopelessness and 
desperation people become violent; they have no alternative but to 
stay home and pray for peace, or togo out and try to force the svstem 
*> change, 


At this point in history it becomes clear that our society as it 
exists now is committed to the war in Vietnam. Although many 
oppose the war and the way it is being carried out, the population 
is still committed to some strange mystical idea that America must 
for all times prevail as the strongest and richest power in the 
world. We cannot even contemplate a world that is not dominated 
by the U.S. of A. It is the very will of God that we shall prevail 
for all times. 

As such, any desire to change our society, any attempts at re- 
form lie outside the established power system. Change no longer 
occurs within the system, the whole process of progress has 
become stagnated and bogged down in the existing prosperity and 
affluence of a society that has no where to go. We have lost sight 
of what the ‘‘good life’’ is, and have come to accept the system as 
the only system that can possibly exist, and since it has given the 
majority of America what Madison Avenue considers the *‘good life,’’ 
the system is naturally good. And since the system is good, any 
attempt to change it is bad, 

In face of this mass psychology, change comes very painfully. 
t hurts us very deeply to think that our great society can do any 
_vil, and when we see that our society is evil we close our eyes, 
we turn away and say that this could never happen here. 

But America is at war. A war that is both immoral and politi- 
‘ally a disaster to our country’s best interests, At the same time 
fiddie America is at war with itself over racism and poverty that 
pushes the desperate into the streets of Detroit and Watts with 
guns and bricks and hate. 

How do we deal with these problems’? We ask ourselves how we 
can right the wrongs within the system, and still maintain the 
structure of the system. It is very difficult. I would hope that it 

“can be done, America is a great country, with a great potential, 
*and a lot of talent. But we have to mature a bit. And maturation is 
both difficult, and dangerous, We are fighting against time now, for 
if we don’t mature very quickly we may annihilate the thing we are 
trying preserve. 

The true radicals, with a vision into the future of a better society, 
will by the very definition of historica! change, be forced to work 
side the existing system: the true radicais will always be in 
minority, As the society matures it will become more con- 
gvitive, more willing to accept the status quo and willing to re- 
innovation, even at the expense of progress. I can’t help but 
mber that the revolutionaries of 1776 were but a small min- 

tv of radicals. but they had a vision and the will to fight. 


What happened iast week in Uakiand and Washington is not only 
a symptom of a society nearing the brink of disaster, but a sign that 
4 dissent is not accomodated by the society, the society will find 
self being destroyed by the dissent, The peace movement and the 
ivil rights movement sees no way out. If they resort to violence 
because they have no alternative. If they take to the streets

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Council on Education Agrees 
Student Activists Find Success John Baker Day at SSC

Students should be actively 
involved in the decisions which 
affect their education, but just 
how far this involvement should 
be extended and its implications 
is still undecided by the admin- 
istrators of colleges and 
universities across the country, 


In a report by the American 
Council of Education, it was 
Stated that most college presi- 
dents and other’ executives 
endorse significant student par- 
ticipation in the governing of 
academic institutions, but that 


there was a tear of the student 
activist movement and of cries 
for total student power, 

This concern about the future 
was evident from the very start 
of the last Council of Education 
Conference when Samuel! Gould, 
chancellor of the State University 
of New York, warned in his key- 
note address that ‘‘The power 
of student activism cannot be 
minimized nor can its potential 
for creating and maintaining un- 
rest be taken lightly,.’’ He added, 
‘‘Unrest and tension on 4 campus 
can and should be dynamic factors 
for the university good, but there

current student movement which 
openly advocate such unrest as 
means toward total disruption 
and destruction,’’ 

Allen Wallis, president of the 
University of Rochester, said 
that the student activist move- 
ment has undermined the freedom 
to present controversial views on 
campus, He said that while there 
is no problem in presenting 
speakers who concur with the 
activist movement, there is a 
problem in bringing on opposing 
speakers, 

Students at the conference 
testified on the behalf of those 


wanting more student power, 
saying that the teadership ot 
this couniry is ‘‘incompetent, 


incapable of seeing past the ex- 
isting structures and traditions, 
incapable of devising new ways 
for men to relate to each other 
and their society,’’ 

They also said that the 
American student has lost faith 
in the leadership of the colleges 
and universities and thus in the 
education they offer. They pro- 
posed that the first step to change 
this situation is to ‘‘reorder the 
process of decision-making.’’ 

The American Council on Ed- 
ucatior Conference indicated that 
today’s students, more than ever 
before, are re-examining what 
they want from their education 
and are beginning to feel short- 
changed by the existing system of 
higher education, The reaction 
of the administrators indicates 
Student power movements are 
having a considerable degree of 
success, but it is unlikely they 
will meet with tota! success,

SSCYR Pres. 
Gray Resigns 


“Issues of morality’ were 
termed responsible for the resig- 
nation of Sacramento State Col- 
lege Young Republican president, 
William Gray. 

Gray, president of the SSCYKs 
Since last May, announced his 
resignation effective as of last 
Wednesday, 

Gray stated that the ‘‘ statewide 
organization has become so rigid 
that ‘official views’ no longer 
permit dissent on such vital and 
moral issues as the war in Viet- 
nae civil rights and student dem- 
onstrations. Individual thoughts 
and opinions,’’ added Gray, ‘‘are 
discouraged and censored."’ 

“IT can no longer feel a part 
of the Young Republican or- 
ganization,’’ added Gray, ‘‘when 
that organization does not per- 
mit me to express personal feel- 
ings and attitudes and when I 
cannot verbalize personal com- 
mitments which may differ from 
those commitments of the Sac- 
ramenio County Young Kepub- 
lican organization.”’ 

“I attempted to rid the 
SSCYRs of the ‘John Birch 
image’’ imposed upon ii by the 
Sacramerio County Young Re- 
publican hierarchy,’’ added Gray, 
but I have found the task insur-

Foundation Food Service 


Dorm residents voiced their 
opposition to the addition of a 
third meal to their contract with 
the food service 

The Hornet Foundation re- 
ceived the report ai it’s meet- 
ing yesterday that 476 out of 503 
dorm residents voted against a 
hot lunch at an additional cost. 
They also turned down a cold 
junch by a vote of 406 to 97. 
The board carried a motion to 
keep the present feeding poli- 
cies unchanged until the end of 
the academic year. 

ASSSC President Jan Eakes 
asked the board to postpone in- 
Stituting the previously passed 
changes in the board’s policies 
until he has had time to com- 
plete his own investigation of the 
possibilities for restructuring 
the board, 


The board also discussed whe- 
ther or not the recent demon- 
stration had had an effect on the 
trustee’s decision regarding the 
vending center. Some members 
of the board suggested that the 
trustees acted as they did chief- 
ly to assert their authority over 
campus construction, 


Action was taken on the se- 
curing of a $35,000 loan to pur- 
chase the serving line equipment 
recently installed inthe main caf- 
eteria, Executive Director Den- 
neth McAferty said that purchase 
of the equipment would result ina 










saivings of $11 or $12 thousand 
over leasing. 

Stanley Pretzer, SSC Business 
Manager said that the engineers 
have given ciearance for the use 
of the new bleachers over the 
Homecoming weekend, There 
seems to be some question, how- 
ever, regarding the safety of the 
old bleachers which have been 
moved to the east side of the 
field. The engineers have in- 
dicated that the foundations may 
not be safe under wet condi- 
tions because the fill on that 
side of 2 field is only 80°. 
settied. 

In regard to the future of the 
Hornet Bar, the board indicated 
that the facilities will not in- 
terfere too much with the con- 
struction of the new education 
building, and it will probably not 
be removed unti! next fall. No

Harold Taylor, a prominent fi- 
gure in the field of education, 
will address the convocation con- 
cerning the ‘‘World of the Amer- 
ican Student’’ at 11 a.m. on Tues- 
day, October 31, in the Men’s 
Gym, 

Taylor’s ideas for experiment 
in education of the arts, stu- 
dent democracy and the reform 
of the American college cur- 
riculum drew national and inter- 
national attention in 1945 when 
he became president of Sarah 
Lawrence College at the age of 30. 

After fourteen years in the Sa- 
rah Lawrence presidency, Taylor 
left the college to return to his 
lecturing and writing. He traveled 
to Asia and Russia for six months 
on a special Ford foundation 
grant to confer on the problems 
of Asian countries 


FTC Rejects 
Advertising Idea 


WASHINGTON, The Federal 
Trade Commission rejected to- 
day the idea of advertising brands 
of cigarettes as safe or safer 
than their competitors. 

In a review of its policies on 
advertising the tar and nicotine 
content of cigarettes, the com- 
mission said scientific data in- 
dicate that a substantial reduc- 
tion of tar and nicotine intake 
may lower the harmful effects 
of .moking. 


But it added ‘‘there is no re- 
liable evidence that the health 
hazards of cigarette smokingare 
thereby eliminated or avoided,”’ 


‘‘Hence, no matter how re- 
latively low its tar and nicotine 
content, no cigarette may truth- 
fully be advertised or re- 
presented tothe public, expressly 
or by implication, as safe or 
safer,’’ the commission added. 


Its policy summary was pre- 
pared for the National Assoc- 
jation of Broadcasters, 

As a general rule, the FTC 
said the commission will not 
challenge tar and nicotine state- 
ments 4s long as they are 
accurate and proven by tests 
conducted by methods and pro- 
cedures used by the commission, 
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Since that time he has devel- 
oped pioneer programs in edu- 
cation, Perhaps, the program for 
which he is most widely known 
is the project of a World College, 
with students from twenty-two 
United Nations countries and an 
international faculty, They devel- 
oped a model for a world cur- 
riculum, 

Taylor also has membership 
in several associations concern- 
ing education and the arts. He 
is co-founder of the National 
Committee for Support of the 
Public Schools and Chairmanand 
founder of the National Research 
Council on Peace Strategy. 

He is also the author of over 
300 books and articles concern- 
ing education, 

Following the convocation, for 
which all 11 o’clock classes will 
be dismissed, Taylor wil! meet 
interested students and faculty 
members informally in the 
Ribera Room for questions and 
answers, The convocation is open 
to the public and is free of 
charge.

Joan Baez Out of Jail ; 
10 Days of Garden Duty

PLEASANTON, Pacifist folk 
singer Joan Baez was released 
from Santa Rita jail this morn- 
ing after serving 10 days for 
taking part in antidraft demo- 
strations in Oakland. 

‘It was worth it,’’ Miss Baez 
said. ‘| probably will do it 
again,’’ 

Released with Miss Baez, 26, 
were her mother, also named 
Joan, and her younger sister, 
Mimi Farina, and Ira Sandper!, 
the singer’s adviser. 

The prisoners were met by 
Dr. Albert Baez, the singer’s 
father, and her older sister, Mrs, 
Pauline Marden. 

All live in Carme! Valley, 
Calif, about 140 miles south of 
San Francisco, 

Miss Baez was among 125 
arrested on the first day of a 


week of demonstrations at the 
Oakland Army Induction Center. 

Almost 100 friends and rela- 
tives were on hand to greet the 
people who were given l0-day 
sentences without option of fines. 
Many brought flowers. Some 
offered cookies and tea as the 
antidraft campaigners piled off 
two buses in the jail’s parking 
lot shortly before 9 a.m. on a 
cool and foggy morning. 

Miss Baez said she was 
treated well in jail. She said 
she had garden duty. 

‘It was one of the best things 
I have done in my life,” she 
said of her arrest and jail sen- 
tence, 

Before leaving, she turned 
from newsmen and photographers 
and sang to prisonrs back of 
the fence, 

**Come back and see us again, 
Jeanie,’’ the prisoners shouted. 
‘*We love you.”’

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Bail Issue Still Causing Discussion, 
Senate Criticized for Unauthorized Action

Should student government use 
Student body funds to bail students 
out of jail’?

controversey among students at 
Sacramento State College. The 
now infamous’ action of the 
Mudent Senate (posting bail for 
a fellow Senator) has stirred up 
the student body more than any

3. Students who demonstrate 
average need may take either 
Speech 1 or Speech 11 to meet 
the general education graduation 
requirement in speech, 

Students planning to take the 
written examination must sin 
up for one of the test dates on 
the bulletin board outside the 
speech department office in the 
Speech Building, 

Any student who plans to chal- 
lenge the general education re- 
quirement in speech should also 
take this examination, for it also 
serves as the challenge exam, 

Seniors who took the written 
exam last spring and freshmen 
who took the written exam this 
past fall are not permitted to 
repeat,

BOJ Considers Assault Charge 


The ASSSC Hoard of Justice 
met yesterday at | p.m. to con- 
sider a case in which a fac- 
ulty member, Charlies Chatfield, 
allegedly assualted Philip Sugar, 
a member of the student body 
The incidem in question occur- 
red last Friday afternoon in the 
faculty dining room 


The Board set a new meoting 
date of Tuesday, October 31, at 
1 p.m,, to take up the question 
of whether or not it has legal 
jurisdiction 


James Austin, the student gov 
ernmem'’s public defender, was 
present as a friend of the court, 
He argued that the Hoard has 
no jurisdiction except in matters 
concerning violation of the Col- 
lege’s statutes, ‘This is essen- 
tially a case for the crimina 
courts,’’ he stated, ‘‘It concerns 
an alleged violation of the State 
penal code,’ 


Another question raised was 


Chatfield’s status under the 
ASSSC constitution, The consti 
tution states that the Hoard of 


Justice has jurisdiction over stu 


dents and associate members of 
the SSC student body, but remains 
silent on the question of fac ulty 
members. Austin maintained that 
this was an indication of the 
Koard’s non-jurisdictiond in the 
matter 


Sugar was present for the 
hearing, although Chatfield was 
not. Public defender Austin said 
that Chatfield, after consultation 
with his personal attorneys, had 
decided to ignore the hearing, 
and that he had received no for- 
mal summons to appear 


Chief Justice Al Newman, 
speaking for the Board, acknow- 
ledged the fact. He ordered that 
Chatfield be served witha forma! 


complaint and adjourned ihe

Future of Higher Education 
Programs Up in the Air 


WASHINGTON (CPS) — The 
future of several major programs 
involving higher education re- 
mains up in the air as Congress 
and resident Johnson continu 
their battle of the budget 

The two most important bills 
which Congress has not passed 
are the Higher Education Amend 
ments of 1967 and the appro 
priations for the Department of 
Health, Education, and Velfare 

The appropriations bill is still 
being worked over by Congress 
4 Congressiona! conference 
committee recommended a 
$13.27 billion bill w run te 
Departments of Labor and Health, 
Education, and Welfare The 
House rejected the recommenda 
tion and sent the bill back to con 
ference for more trimming 

The conference committee a|- 
lowed no funds to support the 
Inte rnationa! Education § Act, 
authorized in 1965 and never 
funded. This would provide grants 
for graduate programs in inter 
national studies and research and 
improvements in undergraduate 
curricula in international! affairs 

In addition to the appropria- 
tions bill, Congress is still con- 
sidering the Higher Education A- 
mendments of 1967. The bill in- 
volves a number of changes in 
existing higher education laws 
and extends most of these laws 
for five years. The bill also 
increases interest rates for fed 
eral ioans to build college facil. 
ities and authorizes grants for 
planning new library and infor 
mation science schools

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Higher Education: Some Neglected Issues 


An Article by Assemblyman 
Robert T, Monagan member of 
the Assembly Education Com- 
mittee and the Joint Committee 
on Higher Education. 


It is ironic that out of the cha-. 
os at Berkeley has come the de- 
mand for long overdue changes in 
California’s system of higher ed- 
ucation, Intensified public inter- 
est which first centered on dis- 
ciplinary problems has since ex- 
panded to include issues that pre- 
viously received little attention 
outside the academic community, 
But the most important result 
is a change in public attitude, 
Californians appear to be more 
aware of their responsibility for 
higher education, The average 
citizen has become a con- 
cerned proprietor, proud of the 
fine network of college and uni- 
versity campuses he made pos- 
sible, but anxious that he receive 
a full return on his investment, 

Disorders at Berkeley, subse- 
quent administrative changes, 
and the debate over tuition are 
dwarfed by more substantive is- 
sues; Why does California rank 
last in the number of baccal- 
aureate degrees awarded as a 
percentage of freshmen enrolled 
four years previously? Why is 
California’s ‘‘free’ system of 
higher education less success- 
ful than other states in attract- 
ing students from low income 
families? Why, in fact, is the 
California Master Plan for High- 
er Education widely lauded and 
never copied 

The mantle of academic lead- 
ership given the University of 
California does not appear to fit 
the State’s system of higher ed- 
ucation as a whole, While the 
University continues to build on 
its international reputation for 
excellence, other levels of the 
system seem to prosper less in 
quality than in quantity, Only a 
few state colleges, including the 
San Diego campus, 
achieved real prominence in the 
academic world, 

Speaking before the Califor- 
nia Legislature last month, New 
York University Chancellor Al- 
lan Cartter wondered if ‘‘the 
achievements of Berkeley and 
Los Angeles on one hand, and the 
impressive statistics of the vast 
numbers under some kind of ed- 
ucational roof on the other, have 
not permitted you to pay less 
than adequate attention to the 
quality of all your institutions,” 
Cartter added that a recent study 
ranked Califoruia’s system of 
higher education as only nine- 
teenth in the Nation. 

Educators from other states 
are apt to criticize the Califor- 
nia system as a massive effort 
to give almost everybody a smat- 
tering of post-secondary 
experience, The current master 
plan, which has guided the sys- 
1960, assigns about

Mass enrollment is a worthy 






accomplishment only if it is ac- 
companied by mass achievement, 
The day is rapidly approaching 
when some type of post-sec- 
ondary training will be manda- 
tory for virtually every member 
of California society, Higher ed- 
ucation will be a positive alter- 
native to unemployment and idle- 
ness for increasing numbers of 
young people from the ages of 
18 to 20, and perhaps to 22. 
Implied in this developing trend 
is the need for college curri- 
culums which will sustain the less 
talented student who is now weed- 
ed out of the system, 

A 1965 study prepared for the 
California Scholarship Com- 
mission concluded that mass 
post - secondary education will 
become an absolute necessity 
during the last third of the 20th 
Century. The authors expressed 
confidence that the system of 
higher education could adapt 
to the needs of a more diverse 
stude"*, population, and added, 
“We suspect the question of 
whether or not students of lower 
ability will be able to profit from 
college programs will... prove 
in retrospect to have been ig- 
nored, just as it was when it 
was applied to secondary schools 
in the 1920’s and 1930’s,’’ 

It is obvious that the time to 
prepare for this expanded ser- 
vice is now; that it is already 
imperative to develop policies 
which will reduce drop-outs and

equip young people to subsist in 
a society where occupational op- 
portunities for the unskilled will 
continue to decline, By guarding 
against duplication at the three 
major levels in the system, and 
by assigning more distinct roles 
to existing and future institutions, 
it should be possible to accom- 
modate young people now exclud- 
ed from post-secondary training 
without narrowing the intellectual 
opportunities available for the 
gifted, 


One of the anomalous facts of 
California college life today is 
that the same system which pro- 
vides campuses close to home, 
which opens the doors of ad- 
missions offices so wide, is com- 
parably unsuccessful in attract- 
ing students from low income 
groups. The middle or upper 
class youth who lacks intellec- 
tual resources may enter col- 
ege and flunk out, but the youth 
who lacks financial resources is 
reluctant to enter the system at 
all, The aforementioned study 
prepared for the Scholarship 
Commission found the median in- 
come backing parent-supported 
students at the University of 
California (about 86.3% of the 
University of California student 
population) to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $12,000 annually. At 
the State College level, the me- 
dian family income for 71.5% 
of the student population sup- 
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ported by parents was esti- 
mated at $10,000, 

Although the number of under- 
privileged students attending ju- 
nior colleges is significantly 
greater than at the four-year 
college level, it is still fair to 
say higher education in California 
serves the white middie and upper 
classes almost exclusively, By 
excluding low income students 
the system also established a 
barrier for racial minorities, 
For example, the average Mexi- 
can-American enrollment in Cal- 
ifornia junior colleges is 7.42% 
as compared to 13,30% in the 
twelve secondary school grades, 

California’s failure to make 
higher education available to low 
income groups is not only in- 
equitable, but also impractical, 
If ignorance must forever be a 
condition of poverty, the poverty 
cycle will be perpetuated, There 
is already little room for the un- 
tutored masses, and their pro- 
ductive role is diminishing at an 
accelerated pace, It is eminently 
desirable that society invest in 
equal educational opportunity 
thus avaoiding the loss of future 
generations, 


Governor Reagan had this in 
mind when he proposed his ‘‘equal 
education plan.’’ The Governor 
reasoned that since about ‘75% 
of the University of California’s 
students come from families 
earning more than $8,000, it 


would be beneficial to institute 
a modest tuition charge and use 
the additional revenue to fi- 
nance a scholarship-loan pro- 
gram, The present State scholar- 
ship program is one of the most 
underdeveloped in the Nation. 
About two-thirds of the available 
funds go to independent colleges, 
and only a smal) percentage 
reaches low income groups. By 
greatly expanding the present 
program, the Governor hoped to 
take an initial step toward bal- 
ancing the student population, 

The purpose of the proposal 
has often been obscured by sub- 
sequent debate over tuition. A 
highly vocal opposition has taken 
the almost cynical position that 
California must protect its tra- 
dition of free higher education, 
Very little has been said on be- 
half of hundreds of young people 
who cannot attend the university 
because they do not have the 
$1,800 to $2,000 a year needed 
to take advantage of California’s 
‘free’ education, 

Tuition is not a panacea, but 
it should not be ruled out until 
a workable alternative has been 
found, Surely the forces which 
exclude a large segment of Cal- 
ifornia’s population from col- 
lege and university campuses re- 
present a much greater hazard, 

California’s investment in 
higher education is enormous.

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Gallup Poll Reveals Use of Drugs 
On Campus Far Less Than Rumored ToRun for City Counci 


Keports of mass student in- 
volvement with the illicit drugs 
marijuana and LSD are wildly 
exaggerated, according to the 
Gallup poll, 

Only about six percent of the 
nation’s college students have 
ever tried marijuana and not 
more than one percent have ex- 
perimented with L SD, according 
to a survey of students in 426 
colleges by the noted pollster 

The poll was taken by George 
Gallup’s American Institute of 
Public Opinion for the Reader’s 
Digest; results are published in 
the magazine’s November issue, 
out October 26. 

For all the outery about drugs 
on campus, a majority ~- fifty- 
one percent — of the students 
questioned said that they did not 
even KNOW a single student who 
had tried marijuana or LSD, And 
they estimated with reasonable 
aceiracy that only about four 
percent of those on their own 
campus had tried drugs. 

However when asked how 


many of their fellow collegians 
across the nation used drugs, the 
students intervicwed jumped 
their estimates to a very high 13 
percent. This higher guess for 
‘‘outside’’ campuses could be a 
reflection of exaggerated news 
accounts about drug use on 
campus, the Digest suggests. 

Projected to the nation’s six 
million college students, the 
Gallup figures indicate some 
300,000 drug users — a sharp 
contrast to the reported 
‘‘millions,”’ Moreover, the per- 
centage applies oniy to those who 
have TRIED drugs. It is likely 
that a far smaller group are 
regular users,

He notes for exampie that in 
one study a group of accomplished 
pianists played under LSD’s in- 
fluence, Although each thought 
he played superbly, all reacted 
with distaste when the recording 
was played back after the LSD 
had worn off, 

As to the claim made by 
Timothy Leary and others that 
LSD is an aphrodisiac, Louria 
Says that itis ‘‘totally spurious,’’ 

‘While an LSD hallucination 
may have highiy erotic content,’’ 
he writes, ‘‘the drug is, if any- 
thing, an ANTI- -aphrodisiac. ee 

Against this background, it is 
encouraging that the students 
questioned in the Gallup poll 
were not only reluctant to try 
drugs themselves, but felt that 
those who were ‘‘on’’ marijuana 
or LSD were ‘‘lost, mixed up, 
sick,’’ Far from being the ‘‘in’’ 
group, those who take drugs are 
seen by their fellows as victims 
rather than heroes. 


Psych Prof 
In Research 
Experiments 


Manuel Ramirez,

“The scene shop is the only

“The net space inside the 
scene shop will be approimate- 
ly 13,500 square feet. The new 
scene shop will include offices 
for the designers, costumes de 
partment, set and technical di 
rectors. There will be a large 
freight elevator to move scen- 
ery from one level to another, 
and move the heavy racks of 
costumes ,transport materials 
tools and equipment. 

One of the greatest improve 
ments in the new scene shop 
will be the large paint fran 
for painting drops and big cur 
tains. The paint frame will + 
across the building, and run 
from the second floor to the 
basement. This arrangement 
will permit crews to work on 
the drops from three different 
tevels at the same time. Thi 
shop will be open from bottom 
of the third floor to stage leve! 
It will resemble a big shell, 
ind will be designed to accom- 
modate the paint frame and 
large pieces of scenery.

Ove> one-half billion State tax 
dollars are appropriated for the 
University, State colleges, and 
junior colleges —a total which 
does not include the investment 
of local property tax revenues, 
This public service, which ab- 
sorbs such a large share of the 
tax dollar, should not be ex- 
clusive, 

The California Legislature is 
presently attempting to revise 
the 1960 Master Plan for High- 
er Education and has assigned 
the groundwork to a joint legis- 
lative committee, Hopefully, 
the revised plan will reflect a 
determination to make the State’s 
system of higher education 
flexible enough to meet chal- 
lenges of at least the immediate 
future, and broad enough to serve 
every taxpayer who can profit 
from post-secondary schoo] ex- 
perience, 
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
